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9 Nationals — 14 Meet Records Set at 
Univ. of Puget Sound Age Group Meet 


Tacoma, Wash.—665 swimmers, representing 22 teams 
splashed through 268 preliminary heats before the 
finals on April 23-24 at the 3rd Annual University of 
Puget Sound Open Age Group Swimming Meet. Meet 
Director Don Duncan said, “The meet was long but 
ran smoothly and eight of the listed national age group 
records were bettered, at least a couple of which 
could stand for the rest of the year.” 

Cascade Swim Club of Seattle had 88 swimmers 
entered, and Red Shield Youth Club, also of Seattle, 
had 82 entered. Cascade represents Olympic Swim 
Schools of Seattle and has over 200 in their compet- 
itive swim program. The new national bests are as 
follows:

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FROM THE EDITOR 

During the last few months, more and more age 
group coaches, swim committees and meet directors 
have added events of longer distances in their age 
group meets. These events are in addition to the 
standard accepted age group events and are mainly 
in freestyle. They are distances recognized in open 
or senior class. 

On May 2\st, Indiana held a freestyle age group 
meet, all events being beyond the standard distance 
of accepted age group record. The Southern Pacific 
Association in their meet of April 30 - May 1 added 
extra longer distance freestyle events and in June 
will run in a senior meet a special 400 meter (Ic.) 
freestyle for girls and boys 9 through 11. This is 
the second year for this event and will be an annual. 

The number of entries in these meets and 
the times performed indicate that many age group 
competitors are ready to swim these events. The addi- 
tion of these events does not mean the dropping of 
the regular distances, but at an occasional meet, once 
or perhaps twice a year, the events should be held 
and times turned in to National Age Group Chairman 
for compilation in the five best times. 

With the rule limiting three events to a con- 
testant per day, including relays, in these special 
meets it would spread out the entries. It would give 
swimmers more background in distances they will 
eventually be swimming and it would give those, 
limited by physical build, a chance to place in events 
more suited to their ability. In many instances it is 
the equalizer between big swimmers and those of 
smaller proportions. 

Events as 100 yards, 100 meters for 10 & under, 
220 yards and 200 meters for 11 & 12, 440 yards and 
400 meters for 11 & 12, 13 & 14, and 1500 meters for 
15 & 16 would provide the answer to coaches request 
for longer distances. 

Though there would be created an additional 
burden on National Age Group Chairman with more 
events to be compiled, age group swimmers would 
be stimulated to better times, if such were made 
public record on national basis. The age group swim- 
mer at 12, swimming in senior meets, unless an 
exception,rarely places. Their times are lost in entry 
depth and they have no way of comparing their 
times with others of the same age in other parts of 
the country. Let’s try a few of these longer events.

A. A report was made by the curricu- 
lum committee of the American Physi- 
cal Education Assn. many years ago 
which has been repeated time and 
time again, putting swimming at the 
head of the list of all the activities you 
generally find in physical education 
and athletics. This committee original- 
ly was appointed to make a study to 
evaluate sports and their contribution 
from a health and psychological stand- 
point, social standpoint, recreational 
and safety standpoint. 

The committee was chosen from 
leaders in physical education at the 
college level, at the city school level 
and state supervisory level. | think ori- 
ginally there were 75 people, and the 
thought was to get an opinion of 
people experienced in the field.

A. It is easy to see swimming would 
get a top rating of ten in the recrea- 
tional area. From a health stand- 
point | think everyone is agreed that 
swimming being in the medium that it 
is and being a symetrical exercise, 
it has all of the elements needed for 
the best kind of a health program. 
Probably its greatest value lies in the 
safety area and here another score 
of ten. Then psychologically, it got 
a rating, 6 and socially 5. Here, of 
course, in the social area the team 
games naturally rate much _ higher. 
But in the overall, swimming got the 
highest rating and this has been re- 
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peated over the years as the curric. 
ulum committee re-evaluates all the 
sports that they originally started 
with. 


©. WHAT CAN A YOUNG PER. 
SON DO TO DEVELOP AS A 
SWIMMER? 


A. Historically, | would just like to 
point out that great strides have been 
made in swimming in the last ten 
years, | think that it becomes pretty 
apparent now in the national cham- 
pionships for both boys and girls, men 
and women, that our young swimmers 
are coming on by leaps and bounds, 
| think this is the result of the age 
group swimming program started by 
the AAU 12 or I5 years ago and 
we're reaping the benefits of that 
program and will continue to reap 
the benefits from this time on. 

| preface my remarks this way, in 
answer to your question because 
these youngsters started at a very 
early age and |! would say that 
within limits these should not be 
too much competition. Within limits 
youngsters ought to begin swimming 
fairly long distances easily and slow. 
ly at an early age. Not to put any 
strain on the physical organism, but 
to slowly build it up to the point 
where it not only develops facility in 
the water, (the ability to propel one 
self in the water), but also to build 
up the physiological functioning. That 
is heart and the lungs and what we 
mean by having the body in good 
training and in good condition to 
meet the physical load put upon it. 
This can be only done by mileage 
In all sports where there is sustained 
effort like running, swimming, crew 
where there is never any letup, a very 
strong cardiovascular system of the 
body has to be developed and this 
can only be done by what we cal 
mileage. 





. WE HEAR OF YOUR CON. 
DITION PROGRAM AT YALE. CAN 
YOU EXPLAIN IT? 


A. The thing we have done here @ 
Yale the last 42 years was to supple 
ment the work in the swimming poo 
by dryland exercise. This has severa 
advantages. One, you can exercise 
large numbers of people in a fairly 
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sma!| area. For example, | want to 
get in about a mile of swimming for 
the squad in an hour in an 8 lane 
pool. It would only be possible to 
exercise 20 to 25 people in the hour 
with each swimmer getting only 25 
minutes work, , 

In a swimming conditioning class in 
the gym | can work about 80 people 
for an hour compared to 20 or 25 
people that could be taken care of 
in the water. That's one thing. It's a 
time saver. Also it's a kind of fillip to 
the program, a kind of a diversion, 
so that you aren't swimming the 
whole year round. Also there are 
some people who can't afford either 
in travel or time or money to prac- 
tice every day of the week. In other 
words, if you had a club and you 
had to rent the YMCA or the Boys’ 
Club or some private pool you prob- 
ably couldn't afford it 6 days a week. 
So you'd rent it for as long as you 
could. In the meantime you could 
supplement the water training by 
dryland swimming exercise. 

We have just found by rule of thumb 
that our success is in the large part 
due to the fact that our people are 
superbly conditioned through the 8 
or 9° weeks pre-water drill that we 
engage in. Free exercises, pulley- 
weights, if you have them, medicine 
balls, anything that will develop the 
strength of the depressor muscles of 
the arms and the hip joint flexers and 
extensors that are involved in kicking 
should be used. This means the big 
muscles in the trunk have to be well 
conditioned and powerful. The mus- 
cles that catch, pull and push the 
arms through the water, and muscles 
in the pelvic girdle that whip the legs 
up and down, alternately in an un- 
dulating motion,

©. WHAT IS YOUR ADVICE TO 
THE BOY WHO WOULD LIKE TO 
BE A GREAT SWIMMER? 


A. The number one qualification or 
characteristic is enthusiasm. The wish 
to do; the great desire to excel. This 
comes tirst; everything else falls in 





line after that. If you don't have that 
you might as well forget everything. 
Great enthusiasm and the wanting to 
express yourself through body effort 
and, in this particular case, the area 
of competitive swimming is the prime 
requisite. Then sit down and work out 
a program by yourself or get the 
advice of some former swimmer or 
some present day swimmer who might 
be available to you, or ask some 
coach to indicate a program for you.

©. WHAT DO YOU MEAN . 
PROGRAM? 


A. When | speak of program, | mean 
a season's program. Don't be side- 
tracked by elation or depression over 
every day's results, Look at your pro- 
gram as a whole. Don't evaluate the 
season until it's all over, Then sit 
down and take stock of what actually 
has happened. Too often have | seen 
the young swimmer up one day and 
down the next because he has a feel- 
ing that if he doesn't improve every 
single day, that it isn't worthwhile. 
The way to regard this is from a long 
term view. Don't do very much about 
assessing what has happened until 
the season is over. Then sit down and 
look at it clearly and determine what 
has been wrong, what has been good, 
and what you ought to continue with 
or what you ought to discontinue the 
following séason. 


©. WHAT IS THE CHIEF VALUE 
OF SWIMMING? 


A. Swimming has, as | said at the 
beginning, value from a safety stand- 
point, The confidence that one gets 
from the ability to take care of 
oneself in the water is important. 
Then there's the health side, a good 
strong body which results from swim- 
ming and training in the water. 
These are all great values that come 
to the person who is interested and 
indulges in the swimming sport. Also 
from a recreational standpoint every- 
one can really enjoy swimming thru- 
out life. 


©. ISN'T IT TRUE THAT SWIM- 
MING IS A SPORT WHERE A 
YOUNG PERSON CAN BECOME 
A CHAMPION? 


A. You have that question coming up 
all the time. Why do these youngsters 
develop so early. | think the buoyancy 
of the young body has something to 
do with this. You find that a great 
many of the longer distance men, 800 
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and 1500 meter swimmers are younger 
rather than older, and that the sprints 
.. . the power aspect of the sport... 
comes a little later after the young- 
sters have matured, Certainly, that 
seems to be the case in the last 20-25 
years. 





©. WHAT IS YOUR ADVICE TO 
THE YOUNG HOPEFULS? 


A. The great values, of course, of ath- 
letic training and competition are the 
disciplines that one subjects oneself 
to. This includes the proper amount 
of sleep. The ever growing organism 
needs to repair itself, Night time is 
the time to do this and a young ath- 
lete ought to get 8 or preferably 9 
hours rest and preferably at night. 
If that isn't possible, if school work 
does interfere some, maybe a nap 
in the early afternoon, but there 
ought to be 8 or 9 hours rest, com- 
plete rest. 
Good wholesome food is necessary. 
No pastry, no cokes, no nibbling be- 
tween meals. Milk is the drink except 
on the day of the contest when tea 
with lemon and sugar is a good pre- 
meet drink. And when | say pre-meet, 
mean that a meal should be light 
and should be taken at least 3 to 4 
hours before the contest. Naturally, 
there should be no smoking and cer- 
a no alcohol. Exciting social life 
should be kept to a minimum. 
In other words, the athlete in a sea- 
son is a dedicated person, has an ob- 
jective in view, and if he's going to 
spend his time in training and effort 
and have a sense of achievement 
when it's all over, he ought to de- 
vote himself to it fully and not have 
any regrets that he didn't carry out 
his original objectives.

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A growing wave 
of age group mermaids and 
mermen washed up on the California scene 


The growth of age group the country over 
is reaching the phenomena . . . but nowhere is it 
growing faster than in sunny California. California 
swim athletes now train outdoors 12 months of 
the year. California’s new institution, the “swim 
school,” born about 8 years ago as a “life-saving” 
necessity due to thousands, of back yard pools, 
now, like its offspring, is a young muscle-spand- 
ing occupation (over 35 in the Southern Pacific 
Assoc., district alone). California children, in the 
thousands, swim at kindergarten age and are 
the embryo in making the state the competitive 
swim center of the country. 

Swimmers attract coaches, and coaches attract 
swimmers. California has both. Men like George 
Haines of Santa Clara Swim Club, Kris Kristen- 
son, Kristenson Swim School, W. O. “Finn” Ruus- 
ka, formerly of Berkeley Y, Peter Daland, Univ. 
of So. Calif., and Los Angeles Athletic Club, Gene 
Stephens, Fresno Y, our own Beth Kaufman, Marin 
Pirates, Dave Beaver, San Leandro Beavers, Al 
Heinrich, Boy-O-Vista, Bert Sansome, San Diego 
Club, and others, all have produced age group 
champions who are now college and/or national 
champions. 

For the depth of this dominance, one need 
but look at the NCAA’s, the men’s and women’s 
indoor nationals and the new national age group 
records now being established. California is there. 

The sheer weight of numbers is the only draw- 
back in the California age group program. South- 
ern Pacific Association have eliminated, by neces- 
sity, heats and finals in all meets except in district 
championships and Jr. Olympics. The Pacific As- 
sociation Age Group Champs held last month also 
eliminated qualifying prelims. Close to 1000 com- 
petitors now are entering SPA meets and the end 
is not in sight. 

Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, Oregon and Florida are not far behind 
California in numbers of age group participants. 
JUNIOR SWIMMER pays tribute to this growing 
age group wave. Age Group Swimming is the 
maker of champions . . . and to quote Beth 
Kaufman, age group national chairman, “It is 
the dog . . . the seniors wag the tail”. 

The editor of JUNIOR SWIMMER is pleased 
to credit Frank Rogers, official photographer of 
the Southern Pacific Assoc., for recording on film 
this California “tidal wave” of swimming. His 
seismograph on this page and cover taken at the 
Pasadena City College Invitational, April 30, May 
1, give evidence that by summer’s end the wave 
of age group swimmers will engulf the country.

AGE GROUP REPORT FROM ENGLAND 
By Bill Juba 

W. J. Juba, Assistant Editor of the English swim magazine 

Swimming Times, has agreed to serve as our overseas cor- 

respondent. Though age group as such is not recognized on 

the continent, Juba will make timely reports on the activities 

of teen age swimmers. 

Unfortunately, swimmers in Britain have no 
national age group swimming organization as you 
have in the U.S.A. Therefore, we have no com- 
prehensive details of performances of the majority 
of our young swimmers. 

Admittedly some areas arrange their own local 
age group programs, but only very outstanding 
performances receive national publicity. I must admit 
the United States is way ahead of us in this respect. 

Since World War II, British teams have “blazed 
the trail” successfully throughout Europe, and these 
triumphs have been chiefly due to the efforts of our 
swim starlets, when they were... or still are... 
under 16 years of age. 

Most individual clubs hold races at varying ages, 
and some county areas are trying to arrange an age 
group meet annually. But at national level we still 
have only the junior (under 16) and senior cham- 
pionships. 

Top level competitive swimming is a sport for 
the young in Britain. The majority of our represent- 
atives in international contests in 1959 were under 
17 years of age. For example, Ian Black was this 
age when he established a world record of 5:08.8 
440 yards individual medley. At 16, he dazzled all 
Europe by winning the European titles for 1500 
meters, 400 meters freestyle and 200 meters butterfly, 
and in April, 1960, at the British Trials set new 
European times of 4:22.0 for the 400 meter butterfly 
and 2:18.7 for the 200 meter butterfly. 

At these trials for the British team to swim 
against the Russians at the end of April, other teen 
agers to make the team include 15-year old Rhodesian 
born Natalie Steward, who regularly stops the 
watches under 1:05 for 100 meter freestyle and 1:13 
for 100 meter backstroke (Ic). Two other 15-year 
olds, bubbling Diana Wilkinson and Margaret Toms, 
both capable of doing around 1:05 for the same 
freestyle distance. Then there is Judy Samuel who 
regularly works 5:12.0 for the 440 yards and the 
diminutive Scottish girl,.Nan Rae, who at 14 was 
the bronze medallist in the 1959 European Cham- 
pionships at Budapest in the 440 yards. She is 
under five minutes for the quarter mile in a short 
course pool this season. 

Two of our most promising young swimmers are 
Elizabeth Long and David Watt. In the April trial 
for the British team to meet the Soviets, Elizabeth 
finished third in the 440 yard freestyle in 5:18.0. 
David, coached by London medical specialist and 
chairman of the Amateur Swimming Association 
Scientific sub committee, Dr. E. H. Kendall, has not 
raced this season as yet. At 12 years in the national 
championships last year he recorded the following 
times: 110 yards freestyle 1:04.9; 220 yards freestyle 
2:24.3; 110 yards backstroke 1:16.0 and 110 yards 
butterfly 1:20.3, all long course.

“ONE COACH LOOKS AT ANOTHER” 


James E. Counsilman hardly needs an introduction. Our 
“dossier” on Coach Counsilman is jammed packed and we 
have asked University of Southern California assistant swim- 
ming coach, Larry Dellota to make the report. Dellota supple- 
ments our file with personal notes taken from interviews with 
Doc Counsilman, University of Indiana Coach, at the NCAA’s 
at Dallas and the Men’s Nationals at New Haven. 

About three years ago, Indiana’s swimming did a 
sporting somersault. Almost overnight it jumped from 
being a “little” sport to a one of the state’s biggest 
participating sports . . . so big that it now is a rival 
to basketball. 

What happened to cause this almost overnight 
sporting somersault. It takes more than a race to 
produce an American record holder. It takes efficient 
administrators, enthusiastic public, strong, eager 
swimmers and lastly, it takes eoaching who are in a 
world class themselves. 

When the NCAA penalized the University of 
Indiana for football irregularities by prohibiting par- 
ticipation by all sports in post season games or NCAA 
Championships. JUNIOR SWIMMER asked Jim how 
this would affect him, his team and the swim future

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of the Hoosiers. In typical Counsilman style, Jim 
bounced back with this statement: “I’ve probably 
made too many statements already!!!” ... but 
we are confident that the ban on the NCAA Cham- 
pionship will be lifted probably in one year, cer- 
tainly within two years. My boys expressed their 
opinions, then went back to the pool and worked 
harder than ever. Many of the boys who had planned 
to come to Indiana next year, called me and re- 
affirmed their intentions to come here.” There you 
have it . . . a blue ribon answer by a “top rung” guy. 

Indiana is richly endowed with such great 
coaches as Gene Lee of Indianapolis Athletic Club, 
Johnny Galvich, Riviera Club, Jim Clark, Westwood 
Country Club and others . . . all top professional 
coaches who are inundated with requests from parents 
who want their children to be coached and who 
have produced national champions. But the inspiring 
force behind the present day power of Hoosier swim- 
ming is Indiana University head coach James E. “Doc” 
Counsilman . . . a man who has earned respect and 
gained reputation with his preconceived ideas of train-

ing. Besides coaching at the university, Doc trains 
Age Groupers at Bloomington Swim Club and is the 
men’s coach at Indianapolis A.C. 
Education . . . and then some! 

Counsilman, an indoor and outdoor National AAU 
breastroke champion at Ohio State, earned. a Ph.D 
in physical education, and has written his Master’s 
degree on the butterfly stroke and Doctorate on 
the crawl stroke. Before coming to Bloomington in 
1957, he coached Cortland State Teachers College, 
N.Y., to a record win of 35 against 5 losses. His Ph.D. 
thesis on the crawl created revolutionary thinking 
among top professional instructors on idea of light 
kick and continuous arm pull. Doc has written over 
30 articles on swimming and they have been published 
in just about every country where swimming is a 
major sport. Two newly completed films on “Stroke 
Mechanics” and “Training for Competitive Swimming” 
have literally been viewed all over the world.

HOOSIER MERMAN 

George Breen was the first of young Counsilman’s 
swimmers to capture the public imagination. Discov- 
ered in a swim class, Breen broke the once “never” 
18 minutes mark for the 1500 meter freestyle, long 
considered harder than the breaking of the four- 
minute mile, in 17:51.9 in November, 1956. 

Indiana swimmers have largely come up through 
age group competition and over half the varsity roster 
and frosh roster show lads from the Hoosier state. 

Swimmers such as Frank McKinney Jr., of -In- 
dianapolis, one of the world’s best backstroker; 





19-year old Mike Troy of Indianapolis, world record 
holder at 110 yards, 220 yards, and 200 meters for 
the butterfly event; Fred Rounds from Battle Creek, 
Mich., Dick Beaver from San Leandro, Calif., Bill 
Barton from Indianapolis, John Parks from Honolulu, 
Peter Sintz from Birmingham, Mich., and Gerald 
Miki, another Honolulu product, have kept Indiana 
University on the top rung of National swimming. 
SWIMMERS TRAIN FOR TRIALS 

On April 11—fourteen members of the Indiana 
University swim team began training for the Olympic 
Team tryouts in August. These swimmers are: Troy, 
Kitchell, Barton, Cass, Marks, Sintz, Verth, McKinney, 
Beaver, Jastremski, Nakasone, Fitzgibbon, Roethke, 
Somers. 

These boys will swim 2 miles a day with no 
repeats for 2 weeks and do one-half hour to 45 min- 
utes of pulley weights and calisthenics. After this 2 
weeks of distance swimming, they will start swim- 
ming twice a day. Once in the morning for just a 
half hour, then the regular workout in the afternoon. 
Calestenics will continue through June. As soon as 
the water is warm enough they will train daily in 
a quarry that is 140 yds. long and has lane markers 
set up in it. Last year they started in early May. 

This summer beginning June 1, Indiana Olympic 
hopefuls will train daily from 6 to 8 a.m. in a local 
50 meter pool trying ot get in 2% miles. At 2:00 
p.m. they will train longer distance in the quarry 
and finish up with an hour of repeats in the 50 meter 
pool. 

FUTURE IS IN AGE GROUP 

As a married man with four kids, Cathy 11, Jim 
9, Jill 5 and Brian 3, Jim donates time to—Bloomington 
Swim Club — LABORATORY FOR YOUNG CHAM- 
PIONSS. His daughter Cathy placed third nationally 
in Jr. Olympics 10 years and under in the breast- 
stroke event. His son, Jimmy, age 9, swam the 55 
yds. breaststroke short course event in 43.6 seconds 
and the same stroke in 39.1 seconds for 50 yds. Jill 
Grossman, age 11, swam the 440 freestyle in 5:46.0 
and the 200 yds freestyle in 2:28.1. 

The elder Counsilman warns coaches and parents 
“To be aware of the pitfalls in age group competitive 
swiming such as: 1) Too much parental pressure on 
children, and 2) children getting tired of swimming 
when still very young.” 

Doc is often criticized for spending too much time 
both in and out of the pool area with swimmers. 
It’s not unusual to find the whole boys swimming team 
and their dates sharing Counsilman’s dinner table. 
He believes mental rapport with coach and swimmers 
most important. 

TRAINING SCHEDULE 

Bloomington Swim Club kids start training with 
half-mile workouts. This half-mile will consist of two 
time trials for 440 or a continuous % mile swim. 
Counsilman said, “We then kick 20 lengths (500 
yards ) and pull 500 yards (‘total distance 1000 yards).

Was technical advisor for articles on Stopwatches and 
Chronographs appearing in periodicals such as Sports Cars IIllus- 
trated, and Quarter Midget Racing. He appeared on NBC-TV 
for an interview on Stopwatches and Timing. Was the Official 
Timer for the American International Sports Car Rally. Timed 
and synchronized the majority of Stopwatches and watches 


used in the 1960 Mobilgas Economy Run. 
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It is interesting to note that the first Stopwatch 
was perfected about 100 years ago, for the purpose of 
measuring time accurately and easily in fine incre- 
ments. Today there are well over 60 different types 
of Stopwatches for use in science, industry and sports. 
Since we are concerned with swimming, we will con- 
fine ourselves to the selection and use of Stopwatches 
in this sport. (Track enthusiasts may apply the same 
rule of thumb, since 1/10th second timing is also used 
and the basic problems are related.) 

The first consideration in selecting a Stopwatch 
should be given to the quality of the timepiece. The 
two most important terms used by anyone who sells 
watches are: 1. “Pin lever movement”, 2. “Jewelled 
lever movement”. 


JEWELED LEVER VS. PIN LEVER 

Because of the tremendous importance of elimi- 
nating friction in a watch, jewels are used. They are 
generally synthetic rubies, smooth as glass and harder 
than steel. They have a surface hard and perfect 
enough to allow metal parts to turn unceasingly year 
after year with a minimum of wear and friction. Since 
Stopwatches are large compared to wrist watches they 
are able to thrust aside specs of dust because of their 
bigger and more powerfully driven parts. For reason- 
ably accurate and permanent performance no Stop- 
watch should have fewer than seven jewels. Of the 
seven or more jewels in any good Stopwatch the most 
important are the two rectangular jewels on the es- 
capement lever. (Therefore the term: “JEWELLED 
LEVER MOVEMENT”) 

In the cheaper constructed watch, steel pins are 
substituted for the rectangular jewels. (Therefore 
the term: “PIN LEVER MOVEMENT”) 

Beware!! The fact that you buy a seven-jewel 
Stopwatch does not guarantee that it is a jewelled lever 
movement, since pin lever watches may also have 
seven jewels but they are not located in the most im- 
portant part of the watch. The plates that hold the 
wheels are generally much thinner than those in a 
jewelled lever watch. The cases that contain the 
movements of pin lever watches are usually much less 
durable than the better watch. For the various reasons 
stated, a pin lever watch is subject to more friction 
and wear, therefore continuous accuracy and perform- 
ance cannot be expected for any great length of time. 
You will not pay the same amount as you would for

the better watch. The difference in price usually 
should not exceed $6.00 or $7.00 and the difference 
is well worth it. 

The question arises to the preference of a 17- 
jeweled Stopwatch as against a good 7-jeweled Stop- 
watch. Before answering this question we remind you 
that your timing will usually be of short duration as 
is most timing where Stopwatches are concerned, and 
your error can be held to quite a minimum with proper 
adjustment. A seven jeweled lever movement Stop- 
watch can be adjusted to a maximum error of about 
20 seconds in 24 hours and in many cases closer than 
that. Thus your error in one minute would be ap- 
proximately 1/1000 of a second which is negligible 
in short span timing. A 17-jeweled Stopwatch natur- 
ally will be capable of greater accuracy. Depending 
upon your critical nature, the choice is yours. 


SPLIT-SECOND AND CONTINUOUS RUNNING 

Split-second Stopwatches or referred to as Split- 
action timers are quite popular because of its multiple 
timing ability. It is two Stopwatches in one. It has 
two large hands which are perfectly superimposed 
when in motion until the button controlling the “split 
hand” is pressed, causing it to stop, while the main 
sweephand runs on. A second push of this button 
causes the split hand to catch up instantly with the 
main hand. With this type of watch it is possible to 
time one or more swimmers, as well as lap times and 
still not lose track of overall time. 

Split-second Stopwatches are usually double the 
price of plain timers and in most cases are more 
heavily jeweled. Very fine Split-second timers are 
generally equipped with “continuous running move- 
ments”, and have either 15 or 17 jewels. A “continuous 
running” Stopwatch is one that, as the words imply 
runs continuously even though the hands are stopped 
or are in zero position. By depressing the crown or 
side button (depending upon make of watch) the 
starting lever shifts the running wheels into contact 
wtih the stationery sweep wheel and away she goes. 
Any stopwatch not of the continuous running type 
employs the “start on the balance wheel” technique. 
The majority of Stopwatches are manufactured in this 
manner. The starting lever actuates an upright steel 
pin that whips the balance wheel into motion thus 
starting the watch. Both types are acceptable. 


SELECTING THE PROPER STOPWATCH 
Having learned some fundamentals we now face 

the question, “Which type to choose?” Regardless of 
make, a 1/10th second timer must be used, however 
they differ in the features that they incorporate. Each 
company is proud of its contribution to progress and 
modern application, therefore you will find that no 
one company makes every style that would be avail- 
able to you. People are more familiar with advertised 
brand wrist watches than they are with Stopwatches. 
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To acquaint you with the various makes, we will 
name a few of the more popular brands. (At the 
risk of being brought to task for omission). The 
following are not listed in the order of preference: 
GALLET, (pronounced Gal-Lay), MINERVA, LE- 
MANIA, ARISTO, and HEUER ( pronounced Hoy’er). 
Should you own a Stopwatch not listed above, do not 
feel dejected since there are many others that are 
just as good. 

The two most commonly used Stopwatches are 
the 30 second sweep and the 10 second sweep. The 
30 second sweep will accumulate time up to 15 min- 
utes and has two sets of numbers encircling the peri- 
fery of the dial. One scale reads from 1 to 30 the 
the other scale reads from 31 to 60 (seconds). The 
minute indicating hand will be in the white area dur- 
ing the first revolution of the sweep hand indicating 
time between 1 and 30 seconds, and will be in the 
red area during the second revolution of the sweep 
hand indicating time between 31 and 60 seconds. Up- 
on two revolutions of the sweep hand the minute indi- 
cator hand will be pointing at the numeral “one” in- 
dicating one minute of time, etc. Between each second 
there are 10 divisions enabling you to read in 10ths 
of seconds. 

The 10 second sweep has one scale for seconds 
numbered from one to ten with 10 divisions between 
each second, which will also give you 1/10 second 
readings. The minute register hand will accumulate 
time up to 10 minutes. The fact that the above men- 
tioned watches have 10 and 15 minute registers does 
not mean that at the end of that time the watch stops. 
The register or minute indicator hand will keep ro- 
tating as long as there is energy in the mainspring 
and the watch is still running, which it does for sever-

al hours, unless stopped by you. 

The above Stopwatches are available in degrees 
of preference; Regular size or giant master size, plain 
single action, or double action (split-second ) and qual- 
ity wise, from the pin-lever type (one or seven jewel) 
to the jeweled lever movements of the high grade type. 

TWO NEW IDEAS 

There are two new ideas created by two different 
Stopwatch companies in 1/10th second timing. 

The first one is a 10 second sweep with a center 
register minute hand. They have eliminated the con- 
ventional small minute track located directly under 
the winding stem, and are now using a large red 
minute indicator which sweeps the dial very much 
the same way as the second hand sweeps the dial. 
Naturally the minute track is smaller so as not to inter- 
fere with the reading of the seconds. It is also in red 
so as not to confuse the user, and no one should have 
any trouble reading this watch properly 

The other idea in 1/10 sec. timing is probably the 
greatest advancement in many years as far as Stop- 
watches are concerned. It is referred to as the micro 
second timer. It has three separate dials; one dial 
registers minutes up to 60, the other dial registers 
seconds to 60, and the third little dial shows 1/10ths 
of seconds with 10 divisions. The unique feature of 
this watch is that the 1/10 sec. hand jumps in 1/10 
sec. increments so that whenever the watch is stopped 
it is alway¢ on a 1/10th second marker and not be- 
tween any lines. Now back to the original question 
of which watch to choose. Since all the timers men- 
tioned will do the correct job that it was designed for, 
it would be a question of the type of timing that you 
are called upon to do.

The beginners or the younger swimmers go 20 lengths, 
10 kicking and 10 pulling.” 

Next on the training program are a series of 
ten 50 yards swim or five 100 yards swim. Then to 
keep the kids from tightening up a loose swim of 
30 minutes is next. At Bloomington, they divide the 
50 to 60 hopefuls into two groups one on each side 
of the pool. They do this to alternate the groups in 
order to work on all strokes. It’s during this phase 
of the workout that instruction is given on stroke, 
turns, kicking and pulling. Everything is done hard 
as in wind sprints. For Junior Swimmer Coach Coun- 
silman, foremost authority on dry land exercises, re- 
peats his stern philosophy on training: “To build 
condition, you have to hurt yourself.” 

During the winter the Bloomington Swim Club 
works out three days a week and in the summer, 
seven days a week twice a day. Coach Counsilman 
said, “I think longer distances, at least occasionally, 
for age groupers would help in the overall program. 
When the kids get older they will have a better 
background. Our May 2lst meet had 8 and under 
110 yards freestyle, 9 & 10 220 yards freestyle, 
11 & 12 13 & 14 440 yards freestyle, 15 and over 
girls 440 yards freestyle and 15 and over boys 1500 
meters.”

Can Coun- 
silman’s Hoosiers hold a top place in the United 
States swim picture? The coaches think so... I 
agree with them.
